CONTROL 


OF CHINA’S 
INDUSTRY. 


Chungking, To-day. ; 

The Ministry of Economy has an- 
nounced a set of regulations restrict- 
ing sale and transfer of various kinds 
of enterprises in or near war zones. 
The chief aim‘ of these measures, it 
is stated, is to prevent unscrupulous 
elements from taking control of or 
participating in these enterprises. 

According to the regulations, the 
transfer of licences of fishing, mining, 
forestry or other properties or rights 
is not allowed without the approval 
of the Ministry of Economy. 

Farm and forestry stations, fishing 
markets, mining towns, factories and 
ranches: as well as all their invest- 
ments and immovable properties are 
not transferable or to be used for 
other than their original purposes 
without the express authorization of 
the. Ministry. . 

Shares of joint 
may. not be used as 
loans, nor are the names of 
holders to be changed, without 
reporting to the Ministry. 

: EXECUTIVE APPROVAL 

Reserves of joint stock companies 
‘are..to-be ‘deposited with Govern- 
ment: banks and are not to be used 
in any way without the approval of 
the. Ministry. Where the reserves 
have already been deposited with 
commercial or local banks, the ‘case 
should be reported. 

Agreements or contracts entered by 
Joint stock companies or other ‘en- 
terprises with foreigners or foreign 
interests affecting their interests shall 
be deemed not valid without the ap- . 
proval of the Ministry. 

. The above five points, it is learn- 
ed, have already been approved’ by 
the Executive Yuan and referred to - 
the various jurisdical courts for 
observation.—Central News.

(Continued jrom Page 4) 
mean more than that, if at the port 
of destination the consignee does not 
claim the cargo, or refuses or fails to 
take delivery thereof within a reason- 
able time, then the cargo will be re- 
turned at the shipper’s risk and ex- 
pense, such expense including full 
back freight, to the port of shipment. 

- NO OPPORTUNITY ‘ 

Before this condition can take effect 
the consignee must have had the op- 
Portunity of taking delivery, and its 
insertion on the face of the bill of 
lading is evidence of its special and © 
unusual nature, and evidence that it 
is not intended to apply generally 
whenever the existence of an except- 
ed peril has been the cause of non- 
delivery. 

Nor again in my judgment can the 
defendants rely on either 9 or 16 of 
the printed conditions. It is common 
ground that the ship turned. back 
owing to the existence of an excepted 
peril, namely: the unsafe condition of 


‘| the port of Swatow, and that in the 


circumstances the captain was justi- 
fied in landing the lorry at'the nearest 
safe or convenient port, to-wit Hong 
Kong, but In such.a case all that the 
said conditions, ‘as I read them, allow 
as chargeable to the shipper is the 
cost of discharging or landing the lorry 
in Hong Kong.

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TO-DAY’S. STRANGE STORY OF REAL PEOPLE . 


THE SOUL OF 


A RAT 


By VINCENT TOWNE 


Were you to distinctly see a shadow 
cast by something separating from a 


body at tHe moment of death—some- ; 


thing pentrating all-barriers and pass- 
ing upward into space, then dis- 
appearing ~- what would you say that: 
something was? : 


The shadow of a soul? 


Call it illusion, hallucination, phan- 
fom or what you will, such a pheno- 
menon was repeatedly produced in a 
laboratory at Chevy Chase, Maryland, 
‘according to Prof. Emler Cates, the 
director. fee 


I obtained ihe strange story from 
-Prof. Gates’ own lips twenty-five 
~ years ago, when IJ was a young: stu- 
dent,.af..psychology..and kindred sub- 


jects. I still have. the. notes_ tha: 
took at the time. : 


“IT have been experimenting “with 
some light rays about five ovtaves 
above the violet—a form of wave 
energy somewhat akin to X-rays, but’ 
about as different from them ‘as they 
are different from ° sound,” Prof. 
Gates told me. “This new radiant 
force is invisible when produced in!’ 
an ordinary room, but—succeeded in 
making it visible by projecting _ it 
upon:a wall coated with a substance 
whose colour is altered. by the action 
of the rays in question. 


“This substance. is rhodopsin—the 
-visual purple. of .the retina, the seeing 
substance of the eye which light acts 
upon. This’ rhodopsin I extracted 
from the eyes of freshly slaughtered 
animals. I find that all known. in- 
organic and inanimate substances are 
transparent to these rays. Unlike the 
X-rays, they will shine ‘through 
metals, bones and such substances, 
which I can hold, between the tube 
emitting them and the wall covered 
with rhodopsin, without their casting 
a shadow, so to speak, or causing the 
‘colour of the wall to be changed over 

the corresponding area. 
. “T find that any living thing, how- 
ever, is opaque to these rays and 
that it will cast a shadow as_ long 
as it retains life. 

“My experiment consists of placing 
a live rat in a hermetically sealed bell 
jar held in the path of these rays 
and before the sensitized wall, As 
long as the rat remains alive it casts 
a shadow. When killed the animal 
becomes suddenly transparent. 

“At the instant of. its death a 
shadow having precisely the’ same 
shape as the animal is seen to pass 


Does The Hot Weather 
‘Wear You Down? 


‘ Many people complain that they 
never feel well in the hot weather.

“Would that be a scientific proof 
of life after death?” I asked the psy- 
chologist. 

“It would demonstrate the continu- 
ity of life beyond what we call death,” 
he replied. “The visible animal or- 
ganism is composed of atomic solids, 
liquids and gases. May there not be 
etheric solids, liquids and gases, whose 
particles are infinitesimally smaller 
than atoms, and might there not be 
an etheric body .composed of them? 
Such truth could be made a_co- 
ordinate part of the growing body 
of scientific knowledge. 

“Even if a disembodied or excar- 
nate mind could communicate with 
me by speech, apparition, or material- 
ly affect me greatly I would still have 
to be sure that the phenomenon was 
not an illusion, hallucination or de- 
lusion. If I were personally sure that 
such direct communication with a 
spirit had taken place the proof 
would be wholly personal, and could 
not become a scientific datum except 
to those who, like myself, had had a 
like experience.

Circe’s Great Struggle Against Time-Limit 


Rothesay, August 15. 


3 IN THE FIRST of the Seawanhaka Cup races, the Clyde 
6-metre yacht Circe to-day beat the Norwegian challenger 


Noreg III by 21 seconds. 


Circe began badly, her over-eagerness at gunfire lead- 
ing to a recall, through which she lost the best part. of a 


minute. 


Noreg III thus got away with a fine 
lead, and at the end of the round Circe 
‘was fully four and a half minutes as- 
tern. Having fared so badly in her 
weather, the defender’s chances seem- 
ed ‘hopelss when the breeze fell light 
on the second journey, yet it was in 
the soft conditions that Circe put up 
the better performance,. weathering 
her rival for the first time on the wind 
and holding her own-all through the 
run. 

The time-limit for the race expired 
at 6.15 p.m., and when, shortly after 
5 o'clock, both boats were becalmed 

'. with Circe in the lead, it looked as if 
the defender were to be robbed of vic- 
tory through not being able to finish 
in time. As events turned out, Circe’s 
good fortune in the later stages stood. 
by her, and she cut the finishing time 
with fully a quarter of an hour to 
spare. 

If anything, the challenger was pro- 
bably the faster boat of the two in the 
conditions prevailing, but Mr. Thom’s 
tactics, coupled with some slight luck, 
pulled him through. 

START POSTPONED 

The start would have taken place 
at 1.80, and Mr. James Napier’s steam 
yacht Ocean Rover, the flagship, was 
stationed in readiness some distance 
south of Toward Point. At the start- 
ing time, however, he southerly breeze 
was very light, and a quarter of an 
hour’s postponement was signalled. In 
this short interval the breeze im- 
proved, and when the boats were sent 
away it was of good sailing strength. 
It was too strong, in fact, for Mr. 
Thom’s calculations, and, cuiting the 
line a few seconds too early, Circe was 
recalled. This was a blow for the de- 
fender’s chances, nearly a minute be- 
ing lost before she got away in pursuit 
of the challenger,,which by now was 
well on her way.

off on her own. Time after time Circe 
came about in an attempt to work out 
from under her rival, -but no: sooner 
had the Clyde boat changed tack than 
Noreg immediately followed her exam~ 
le. 

‘ S8PINNAKERS HOISTED 

All the way down channel the breeze 
kept steady, and at the end of the 
tacking Noreg had gained an advantage 
of about a minute and a half. Spin- 
nakers were now hoisted for the down- 
wind stretch back to Commodore. At 
the outset, Circe seemed to gain, but 
before long there was no doubt the 
Norwegian was slipping ahead, and 
as the breeze fell softer she opened out 
even faster. At the end of the round

CONSISTENT 
SWINGING | 


By BEST BALL 

In the years immediately pre- 
ceding the sensational play which 
has featured Ralph Guldahl’s golf 
lately, Harry Cooper led the pro 
golf field by a considerable mar- 
gin. Maybe he lost his only’ 
chance to win the National Open 
title in 1927, when Tommy Ar- 
mour defeated him in the play- 
off but even so he was won his 
_share of titles’ and purses since . 
that date. 

Consistency is the word for 
Cooper: and while his stroke is 
not one that will drive the ball as 
far as,the Thomsons and Sneads, 
he is s€idom off the fairway. The 
reason for this is a grooved stroke, 
tempered in countless competi- 
tions and practice sessions, which 
brings the clubhead onto the ball 
in much the self same fashion 
each time. The stroke itself ‘ad- 
heres closely to correct funda~- 
mentals and in the very simplic- - 
ity of its arc lies its virtue. By 
keeping the stroke: from swinging . 
outside the line of flight he is 
able to bring the clubhead onto 
the ball straight along the line of 
flight. Even if there is a slight 
error ‘in judgment or execution 
this low travelling clubhead tra- 

- jectory will minimize the -fault so 
that the mistake will not be too 
-costly.

Golf” (Arthur. Barker, 15s.), writes.Henry Longhurst, a 
series of contributions from persons whose names are well 


known in. the game, edited 


by J. S. F. Morrison. Yet it 


could hardly have arrived at a more suitable moment, for 
it is obviously good fare for holiday reading. 

The book is non-technical and non-controversial.. It 
does not tell us what to do with the little finger of the left

How did he do it? There is nearly 
always to be found the spectator, bub-

But ‘bitter experience tells 
the golfing scribe that every word of 
this man’s story must be. checked be— 
fore it is committed to print. He saw 
with .his own eyes the putt the man 
holed on the 12th.
